Fall Pasturing 
Called Bad For 
Alfalfa Seeding 


A little premature pasturing 
can ruin what is now a fine stand 
of new alfalfa; Carter M. Harri- 
son, Michigan State College farm 
crops authority warns Michigan 
farmers, ; 

Seedings of the legumes with 
spring grain crops this year in 
general brought very good stands, 
Harrison pointed out. But with 
good growth, some farmers may 
be eager to use the crop for pas- 
ture this late, summer or fall. 
This, the crops authority 
will weaken the plants 
may winter kill. 

If in combining the small grain, 
the straw was left high and tends 
to smother out the alfalfa seeding, 
Harrison advises mowing the 
straw just aboue the tops of the 
alfalfa plants, Mowing. would also 
kill off any weeds before they go 
to seed. If the straw .and . weeds 
are raked and taken off, the. alf- 
alfa will have a better opportun- 
ity to gain strength. before the 
winter months. The straw can be 
used for. livestock bedding. | 

“Mowing should not be done atf- 
ter August, the crops authority 
advises.

be grazed or cut, It-is this month 


that the plants store up food in

death due to “silo gas” or carbon 
dioxide. The time will soon be at 
hand for filling silos and a word 
of warning to dairymen is in or- 


der. The seriousness of this thing 


was brought home to Don Murray, 
dairy extension specialist, several 
years ago.when three members of 
a neighbor’s family died in a pit 
silo due to carbon dioxide. This 
gas being heavier than air. collects 
in the bottem the the silo and is 
particularly difficult to blow out 
of a pit where the silage level is 
below the ground. Death lurks. at 
silo filling’ time! Carbon dioxide 
gas can be fatal. It is heavy, lies. 
close to the surface of freshly cut. 
silage. 

Some precautions as. recom- 
mended by Ed Rebman, . county 
agr’] agent are: 

1. When filling is in progress 
leave all the top. doors, open. 

2. When filling is _ interrupted 
for a half-hour or more—don’t 
stay in the silo. Don’t re-enter till 
the blower: has. run for a few min- 
utes. 

3. When the job is done—for a 
few days, enter the silo with cau- 
tion,

August Weather — 
1950 Variety 


Northern Michigan and other 
areas, has experienced the most 
disagreeable weather for Hugust 
in many years. 

It has injured many field crops, 
as hay and grain, some spots even 
having light to ‘killing frosts. It 
has been bad for business and 
very disagreeable for the summer 
people who expect sunny days in 
August. The combination of an 
excess of rain, cloudy days, .and 
below normal temperatures makes 
the condition appear worse than 
actual statistics prove them to be. 
For instance, there were to date 
15 cloudy or partly cloudy days. 
The average rainfall over a per- 
iod of 24 years is 3.18 inches for 


August. To date we have had 4.-| 


65 inches, or an excess of 1.47 
inches. That isn’t so much water, 
but much of it has been a fine 


idrizzly rain, which adds much to 


discomfort and little to the rain 
gauge, and makes it impossible to 
‘dry hay and grain. The maximum 
temperature was 86, with an av- 
erage maximum of only 75, The 
average minimum temperature 
was 50, thus making a mean tem- 
‘perature of 6214, which is 4.3 de- 
grees less than the 24 year mean.

Truman Gets Power 


The house voted, 888 to 12, a 
broad  home-front mobilization bill 


_ that gave the -President power to 


control ‘prices and wages, ration 
consumer goods and impose indus- 
trial curbs to speed up the war ef- 
fort. The senate also had a similar 


_ bill under consideration. 


Some kind of control bill had been 
expected for some time, but there 
were several surprising aspects to 


_ the one the house voted. In the first 


place, the vote of 383 to 12 was 


- Startling. But even more startling 


was the fact the house, which us- 
ually jealously guards its authority 
and power, left it entirely up to the 


- President when to invoke the price- 


wage-rationing and other control 
powers contained in the bill. 


Mr. Truman insisted he was not 
ready for severe restrictions upon 
civilian economy. And although the 
bill gives him that power, it is not 
believed that such broad scale mo- 
bilization is in sight. However, the 
administration is reported anxious 
to use some of the industrial con- 
trols, particularly the power to al- 
locate scarce materials to war in- 
dustries, 


If and when the President invokes 
contr ols, the bill stipulates he must 
peg wages at the May 24-June 25 
level. For prices he would have to 
give only ‘‘due consideration’ to 
the period as a base. 

The bill would: 

(1) Give the President authority 
to’ impose wage. and price controls 
and rationing at any time hé deems 
necessary. 

(2) Make it a criminal offense, 
punishable by a $10,000 fine and a 
year in jail, to hoard food, clothing, 
automobile tires and other “neces- 
saries.”’ _ 


(3) Authorize the President to 
exercise consumer credit controls 


similar to those used during World. 


War It. 

(4) Authorize. ‘the President to 
requisition materials and factories 
necessary to the defense effort. 

(5) Let the President set up a sys- 
tem of priorities and allocations 
for getting strategic and critical 
materials to defense plants. 

(6) Authorize the government to 
make or guarantee. loans. for de- 
fense purposes. The total of loans 
outstanding at any one time could 
not exceed $2 billion.

CHICAGO, ILL.—There’ s no, hur- 


-Yy.-about. planning. that inter-space 


rocket flight, folks. There's a lot 


of kinks. to’ be ironed out in the 


transportation: angle first. At least 
that's the conclusion of four Ger- 
man rocket. experts, now with the 
American-armed forces. They point 
out that solar radiation, weightless- 
mess and meteors are some of the 
major obstacles that must be over- 
come before man :can rocket out 
into inter-stellar. space.

BOMBAY. —Huge crowds saw & 
45-year-old yogi, Swami Ramdasji, 
‘dug out. alive ‘from an. “airtight” 
‘cement crypt where he had been 
“buried’’ tor 87 hours on a bed of 
‘nails. 

To make things even- ouzher, 
the little man with the big black 
beard had been “completely sub- 


-merged”’ in water until his release 


after three and . one-half days in 
the coffin-like niche. 

Ramdasji climbed into the wood- 
en coffin. He lay on a bed of nails 


cartoons—and the sides of the cof- 
fin also had nails jagging ‘into his 
flesh. 


‘The coffin was then sealed in- 
side an eight-by-eight-by-six-foot 
cement crypt. Ramdasji’ s disciples 
‘then sat. by the crypt. day and night 
chanting Hindu vedic prayers while 
keeping -a “sacred ‘fire burning. On 
top of the crypt‘they placed coce- 
nuts and. flowers, 


, Then they. ‘bored @ small hole | 
into the crypt. But it didn’t help 
the yogi man. Into the hole they 
spushed a hose from a near-by hy- 
drant and immersed: the. air-starved 
‘Hindu in water. °

| MADRID — The on again, off 
‘again movement to restore the 
‘Spanish monarchy has undergone 
a recent reorganization in an ef- 
fort to speed up the restoration, it 
is reported. 

Emissaries have ‘been discussing 


Juan de Bourbon, son of Alfonso. 
XIII, on the ‘throne. The move is 
reported to include a willingness to 
cooperate with liberal groups,. ex- 
cepting, of course, the communists. 

Some of the more realistic mon- 
archists are said to wish forming 
a well-knit group that would forget 
' factional quarrels and class pre- 
| judices that have hampered all 
i past work for the restoration. 

Thcy are convinced that the only 
way to restore the monarchy is to 
cooperate with socialists, anareh- 
ists and other republican parties, 
These groups have agreed, it is re- 
_ported, to work with the monarch 
until free elections ean be held to 
settle the torm of government. 

-One source reports that the 
Council of the Realm has been dis- 
-cussing with Generalissimo Fran- 
.cisco. France: some.amendments to 
‘the law .of succession, which cov- 
;ers .the whole question .of mon- 
carchy. . 

Such reports renew the -specula- | 
-fion .that Generalissimo Franco | 
may be preparing to .assume the | 
-title -of regent. The possibility of 
:such.a.move.has made many mon- 
.archists .believe it .all the more 
imperative -that they make some 
vigorous move for the restoration. 

A’ strange situation exists in 
Spain. Ruled by -a .dictator, one 
not generally liked in the United 
States, Spain jis legally -a mon- 
archy. For this reason the mon- 
archists are more outspoken than 
‘other groups .in the country. 

When any of them are arrested 
‘| for their outcries, 
| more lenient treatment than mem- 
bers of vther parties. The court 
mekes jit clear they are not being 
‘punished because they are mon- 
archists but ‘because they have

HESSIAN FLY DATE FOR 

WHEAT SEPTEMBER 3 

The Hessian fly free date for 
planting wheat in Charlevoix 
County is September 3, Ed Reb- 
man, county agent reported today. 

Wheat planted before this date 
is subject to damage from this in- 
sect. The only satisfactory con- 
trol at this time for Hessian fly 
is by planting wheat in the fall 
after the date of Sept. 3rd. 

The Hessian fly attacks wheat 
in the fall and spring, Wheat 
plants become stunted and may 
turn dark bluish-green in color. 
Infested plants finally die back 
from the leaf tips. The injury is 
done entirely by the larvae (mag- 
gots) of this insect which feed be- 
neath the leaf sheath usually next 
to the ground. The larvae have a 
shiny appearance, are white or 
greenish white in color, legless, 
headless, and are about 3/16 inch 
in length. Hessian fly overwinters 
mainly as a full grown larva in a 
puparium called a “flaxseed”. 
The maggots, pupating 
spring eventually become the flies 
that lay the eggs for the spring 
generation. 
two generations in Michigan, one 
in the spring and one in the fall. 
Hessian fly doés not live to lay 
eggs after late summer, Prevent- 
ing egg laying in the fall by plant- 
ing wheat in the “fly free period” 
not only eliminates the damage in 
the fall but also reduces the num- 
ber of flies overwintering for the 
spring generation. 
County Agent Rebman warns 
that it will more than pay for 
farmers to hold off planting their 
wheat until after September 3 to 
prevent this Hessian fly damage.
